A BURGLING PAIR. 


The Men who Robbed Dr. McLean’s 
House Brought Back. 


Detective Hennessy returned this morning 
from Terre Haute, Indiana, with Charles 
Williams, alias Wilson, and Alice McLaugh- 
lin, alias Lizzie Williams, both colored. A 
short time ago Dr. J. H. McLean’s residence 
was burglarized, and a lot of female apparel, 
together with a valuable watch and 
chain, worth $00, =and other ar- 


ticles of jewelry, were taken from 
the house. Capt. Frank Watkins, Chief of 
Detectives, was informed of the affair, and 
immediately set to work on the case. He re- 
covered a portion of the stolen property in

Committee on Woman Suffrage by a vote of 
3 to 2 agreed to recommend to the Senate for 
adoption Senator Lapham’s joint resolution 
proposing the following amendment to the 
Constitution, Article 16, section 1: The 
richt of citizens of the Uuited States to vote 
shall not be denied, shall not be 
abridged hv the United States or 
by any State on account of sex. See- 
tion 2.—Congress shall have power by appro- 
priate legislation to enforce the provisions of 
this article. The vote was: Ayes, Lapham, 
Blair, and Jackson, 3; noes, George and Fair, 
2; absént, Anthony and Ferry.

Civic Honors to John F. Darby. 

The Mayor has made the following procla- 
mation upon the death of Hon. John F. 
Darby: 

The Hon. F. Darby, Mayor of the City of 
St. Louis for four terms, viz.: in 1835, 1836s 
1837 and 1840, died at Pendleton, Mo., on the 
llth inst., having almost attained the ripe age 
of four score vears,. 

Hlis public services were worthy of the 
man and have stamped him as possessed 
of noble gifts. The recognition of such ser- 
vice by the people who were benetited there- 
by, although at the end of nearly fifty years, 
is but a just tribute of respect and remem- 
brance: Now, therefore, I, William L. Ewing, 
Mayor of the city of St. Louis, do hereby re- 
quest and recommend that the members of 
the Municipal Assembly and all the city of- 
ficers, together with the public generally, 


unite in paying tribute to the late Mr. 
Darby by attending at his funeral, 


and [do hereby direct and ordain that flags 

of the various city buildings be dispiayed at 

half-mast upon the day of the funeral, Sun- 

day, May 14, 1882, from sunrise to sunset.

Few legal moves made in the local courts in 
the gambling fight have attracted more atten- 
tion than the suit of Warren F. McChesney 
against Melville C, Libby, foreman of the 
March grand jury, asking $5,000 for an in- 
jured reputation sustained by the fact gaining 


publicity that McChesney had been indicted 
in nearly sixty cases on a charge of setting up 
and estabiishing a lotterv. The indictments 
against the managers of the Pate Races were 
returned into court, but before the capiases 
were served Judge Laughlin’s demolishing 
decision arrived. He held the law was 
unconstitutional and that the old law 
ne zimbling a misdemeanor was in ef- 
ecl. 
HE REFUSED TO TAKE BONDS 
in cases of misdemeanor, over which the 
Court of Criminal Correction had sole juris- 
diction. Judge Laughlin’s decision had no 
weight in the Court of Criminal Correction, 
and the indictments still eharged a felony, 
for which Judge Cady could not take 
bond for want of jurisdiction.

The long absence of Officer Fred G. Koeh- 
ler, of the First District, is causing no small 
amount of uneasiness among a smal! army of 


confiding creditors, and the full 
number of victims anxiously await- 
ing his return or capture are 


little short of fifty. Last Tuesday a week 
azo Koehler approached Officer Boas and in- 
formed him he had just availed himself of an 
excellent chance to buy real estate, but need- 
ed $17050. Boas lent the amount 
asked, and Koehler repeated the same story 
to Officer Barney Eagan, who parted 
with $80 in currency. Turnkey Keller swelled 
the amount $20; Philip Kraut, $25; John 
Seebajd, $10; Eagan and O’ Reilly, two saloon- 
keepers, about $100; F. Courboisier, a silver 
watch worth $28; a street car conductor on

The recent census gives some vaiuablie in- 
formation concerning the extent and size of 
the farm lands of the country and the greai 


increase of such property within the last two 
decades. Illinois leads the list of States and 
Ferritories in respectte the number of farm 
lands, and then come in order New York, 
Missouri and Pennsylvania. The largest in- 
crease in the past decade is shown in the case 
of Kansas, and a gratifying increase is also 
recorded in the cases of Lowa, Missouri and 
North Carolina. The majority of the farms 
varv in size from 20 to 500 acres,the vreater 
proportion in this number ranging from 100 
to 500 acres. California contains some farins 
which reach 1,000 acres in extent. Farm- 
ing 18 conducted On a Similar large seale 
in Dakgta, Nebraska, Wisconsin and 
other Northern States. Large farms of 1,000 
acres and overare found in many plaees ip 
Louisiana, Mississippi and North Carolina. I: 
is citeu,as an iilustraction of the prosperity of 
these vast farming interests,that about 75 per 
cent of all the farms tn most of the States and 
Territories are occupied by the owners, while 
the remaining 25 per centare either let at 
fixed rentals or cultivated on shares. The 
record of farms in the larger agricultural!

IRISH INDEPENDENCE. 
The intense and irrepressible desire for 
Irish independence is the curse of Ireland. | 


This statement may, at first sight, seem alto- 

gether unwarranted, but a brief examination | 
of undisputed and indispatable facts will 

demonstrate its truth to any intelligent and | 
impartial mind. Under ordinary circum- 
stances such desire for independence on the | 
part of an oppressed people is a blessing 

rather than the reverse, but in the case of 
Ireland the circumstances are extraordinary. 
At the ontset, nature is against herin the | 
matter. Jonx BRIGHT, probably the warm- 
est and most fearless!y consistent of her | 
English friends, said not long ago: “Would 
to heaven Ireland were a thousand miles 
away from us, in mid-Atlantic; for then we. 
could let her g>. But being where she is, | 
within three hours’ sail of our shores, we 
must hold her sat any cost.’? This may be 
taken as the ultimatum of English Liberai 
sentiment. No Englishman of position and 
influence has ever esid more; has ever dared | 
to openly favor Irish independence pure and 
sigiple, because the reason given by BRIGHT is 
gbsolutely unanswerable from an English 
Thst reason is based on the 
principle of self- preservation, the first law of | 
nations as of individuals. An independent 
Ireland would necessarily be a perpetual | 
menace to England—a strategic center from 
which foreign attack must inevitably come in 
event of war and a constant temptation for 
foreign powers to make war. When Eng- | 
land, even in time of peace, has a fleet always 
guarding the Channe) and will not let a tun- 
nel be built under the narrow sea for fear of 
French or German invasion, how can it be | 


a 
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expected that she should ever willingly allow | 

an eternal enemy in herrear? Therefore itis, 

certain that the Eoaglish grip upon Ireland | 

will never be broken until the Baglish arm is— 

paralyzed by isternal decay or broken by | 
lows from without. 

Now, we do not say that Irish patriots | 
should cease to wish for independence, cease | 
to look forward to the day when that bricht | 
and blissful dream shail become reality; but 
wedo say that until there is at least a rea- 
sonale probability of the success of an ap- 
peal to arms they should do nothing vio- 
lentigo that direction. We go further and 
say that those alleged Irish patriots who wil! 
listen to no argument, agree to no pro-| 
gramme which does not mean idepenndence 
“first, last, and all the time,’’ are the most 
dangerous enemies Ireland has to-day. We 
say that the men who instigated the murder 
of CAVENDISH and BURKE, and the men whe | 
approve and defend that cowardly deed, | 
have, directly and indirectly, done more dam- 
age to the jand they profess to love than 
all the Tories in and out of England can 
do. We say that the members of the Irish 
Revolutionary Brotherhood, however hon- 
est and sincere, are a heavier load for Ireland 
to bear than the forty thousand red-coats now 
upon her soil. We say thatinthe present 
situation of affairs their plans and purposes, 
however patriotic the impulse which inspires 
them, practically put the knife to Ireljand’s 
throat. Weesay thatthe sum and substance 
of these plans and purposes—Irish indepen- 
dence—is as impossible now, or in the imme- 
diate future, as the storming of the Rock of 
Gibraitar by a Corporal’s guard; and that 
the only effect of the preaching and practice 
of the Irish Revolutionary Brotherhood is to 
rivet the English yoke more firmly upon the 
Irish neck and indefinitely postpone the hour 
of Ireland’s redemption from [English tyran- 
ny. The Irishman who declines to accept 
these views has only to “wait and see,’’ and, 
judging from the majority by which the re- 
pression bill passed to its firet reading, he will 
not have to wait long. Meanwhile he may 
recall the remark of his countryman 
to the bull who undertook to butt the locomo- 
tive off the track: ‘‘I admire your pluck, but 
damn your discretion.” 

The true policy for Ireland is that which 
endeavors to make the best, not the worst, of | 
what cannot now be helped, by obtaining all | 
possible concessions from England in the | 
shape of reforms. ‘‘Half a loaf is better than 
no bread.” If lrish independence is impossi- 
ble now, the amelioration of the condition of 
the Irish people is not. Everv ounce lifted 
from the Irish back is just 80 much gained. 
Every Irish grievance redressed is just so 
much gained. Every step io the right diree- 
tion—such as the land act and promised ar- 
rears-of-rent act—is just 80 much gained, 
aud gained for Ireland.

DR. JOHN T. HODGEN. 


His Life and Works—An Eloquent Tes- 
timonial to His Worth, 


The following is the tribute to the memory 
of Dr. Hodgen, drafted by the Committee of 
the St. Louis Medical Society: 


In the noon of life, surrounded by hosts of 
friends and admirers, while in the active dis- 
charge of duty and witha fair promise ef 
many additional years, almost without warn- 
ing, death haa stricken our honored ieader, 
devoted counselor and friend. With hearts 
bowed down in the presence of a great 
bereavement we inscrioe his tribute to the 
memory of John Thompson Hodgen, M. D., 
who was born near Aodgensviile, Hardin 
county, Ky., January 17, 1826, and died at st. 
Louis, Mo., April 28, 1882, aged 56 years 3 
months and ll days. On the paternal side 
he was of French and German extraction, 
while English and Scotch blood was derived 
from the mother. The father, Jacob 
Hodgen married Frances Parke Brown. He 
was an elderin the Reformed Church, and 
removed witb his family from Hardin county, 
Ky., in April, 1833, to Jacksonville, Ili., and 
in June following located in Highland, Pike 
county, ull January, 1838, when, in order to 
obtain greater advantages of education for hia 
children, he settled permanently in Pittsfie!d, 
of the same county and State. Atthe ave of 
nineteen years the subject of this memoir was 
sent to Bethany College, Virginia, and re- 
mained one year, when he returned to the 
paternal roof and commenced the study of 
medicine with Dr. Worthington, of that 
vicinity. He matriculated at the Medical De- 
partment of the Missouri State University 
in the fall of 1846, and = graduated 
from the same institutiop in Marci, i873. 
At once he became an assistant resident 
vhysician of the St. Louis City Hospital, in 
which capacity he continued for a year, and 
leaving, emigrated to the then newly diseoy- 
ered gold fields of California, Vhen, aftera 
few months, he returned to Pitistield and 
commenced the active du‘ies of bis profes- 
sion. He was fortunate in almost immediate- 
ly successfully performing several capital 
surgical operations, and finding the place a 
peut-up Utica, confining the aspirations of 
his genius, he returned to this city and was 
immediately appointed Demonstrator of An- 
atomy ip bis almamater. Ia 1851 he was 
made Adjunct Professor of Anatomy and soon 
thereafter elected to the chair of physiology. 
Discharging with great ability the require- 
ments of this position he was next made Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy and beld the 
chair with honor until the spring of i&v2, 
when, from causes growing out of the late 
war, the college suspended. Having demon- 
strated the possessios of superior qualities as 
a lecturer, he was not permitted tu pursue a 
quiet life, but was elecied tO the chair of 
Physiology and Medical Jurisprudence ia the 
St. Louis College of Medicine Septem'er 15, 
1862, and was transferred January 20, 1868, to 
thu of Anatomy, and was then e.ecied, June 
8, 1870, Professor of General Descriptive aud 
Surgcal Anatomy, Military. Surgery and 
Ciinical Surgery atthe City Hospital. This 
professorship was afterward designated as 
that of Surgical Anatomy, Special Fractures 
and Disiocations aod Citpical Surgery at City 
Hospital. During the recent civil war he 
rendered efilcient service as Surveon-in- 
Chief of the Fifth Strest§Hospiial, and 
was aflerward appointed Surgeon. General 
of the State. He was elecied a 
member of the St. Louis Medical Society 
August 21, 1558; became iis treasurer in 185), 
was elected vice-president in 1861 and vresi- 
dentin I1S70. He served aiso as president of 
the National Medical Association. 

His wasamind comprehensive, diserim- 
inating and profoundly concentrative. Equal 
to every emergency he triampbedj over ob- 
stacles most formidavie. Extensive 
observation with vast experieuce  in- 
spired his creative facuity, whica 
ever evolved Original thought, new 
methods and admirabie instru- 
mental inventions. Laboriously “he absorbed 
the ideas of others only to discriminatingly ac- 
cept the true and rejectthe faise. With bim 
the greatness of an author was no shield of 
proiection, barring close scrutiny and for: 
bidding just censure, but with characteristic 
justice he awarded praise where it was due 
and denounced error wherever found. Con- 
scientious in the highest degree, the actuat- 
ing principle of his life was the complete dis- 
charge of duty. Indefatizably he la»vored for 
the welfare of his fellow-man and the glory 


of his profession. To alleviate the 
sufferings of afillicted humanity was 
the prompting of his nature, nor 


was his conduct influenced by social or mone- 
tary considerations, for with equal energy, 
industry and ability he mivistered alike to 
rich and poor, to high and low. Like Divinity 
heAvas no respecter of persons. Acknowl- 
€dging the universal brotherhood of man, his 
charity and works were iimited only by his 
mental capacity and physical endurance. He 
Was untiring in efforis to advance the stan- 
dard of scientific medicine—to add additional 
honor and glory to bis beloved profession. Of 
all men the least seif-seeking, he shone 
brightest and was happiest in the reflected 
lignt of brilliant professional achievements. 
His was “‘the art of being and doing good.” 
This exemplified his religious faith. His life 
illustrated the noble sentiment, whether in 
in the domestic circle, surrounded by a lov- 
ing wife and affec.tonate children, or in the 
midst of professional brethren; in the wards 


of the hospital, by the lowlv cot of the 
wounded laborer. with the lordly master of 


the mansion, at the lecturing desk, or wher- 
ever placed, to be or to do good was his ob- 
ject. For him there was norest but in the 
grave. Loving labor, and endowed with un- 
usual physical strength and activity, backed 
by extraordinary reserve forces, he success- 
fully accomplished tpe herculean tasks inet- 
cent to a practice commensurate with his ex- 
tended reputation. And if he sought relief 
from the arduous routine of professional ov- 
livations, it was on the ftioor of some distant 
State, National or Internationa! Medical Con- 
gress, where he _ revelied in the = s0- 
ciety of professional j{brethren and indu ged 
in the exchange. of scientific thongnt. 
Tenacity of purpose characterized him. Con- 
vinced of the justices and truth of 4 position 
his persistence till favorable conclusions 
crowned bis efforts was uvflagzing. To an 
honorable antagonist he wag as courteous as a 
knight of old. Vigorous, incisive, courageous, 
yet cautious, askiog and giviog no quarter, he 
was a foeman worthy of any man’s steel, 
From Joseph Nash McDowell, the first crea 
surgeon of the Mississippi Valley, he ob- 
tained his knowledge of anatomy and suryery. 
seloved by his preceptor, who from the first 
discerned his genius and predicted his great- 
ness, he was early entrusted with mighty 
professional responsibilities, From this 
grand source be drew primarily bis 
inspiration. Later he was connected 
with Charles A. Pope, then in the zenih 
of his glory and jnatly revarded 
as the foremost surgeon ofthe West. Death 
claimed both McDowell and Pope apd the 
mantel of their greatness fell upon the 
worthy shoulders of their student, colleague 
and companion. At once he came to the front 
an embodiment of ;the genious of the former 
and the grandeur of the tatter engrafted upon 
his native stock of admirable qualities and 
gigantic attainments, 


With a mind filled to repletion with mas- 
sive thought and intent upon the faithful dis- 
charge of onerous duties, be was chary of 
pet and dispatched business affairs with a 
promptness, which inthose who met him, 
casually created a suspicion of abruptness, 
an error of judgment patent to his intimate 
friends, who in his hours of relaxation, basked 
in the sunshine of his kindly eyes and revell- 
ed in the flow of his wit and wisdom. To 
his fostering care and administrative ability 
a great svhool of me 20 owes mucD 
ofits reputation. A of ite Faculty 
he originated and c d measures for 
its establishment t er basi of 
learning. His col bis departure 
with emotions akia He was the 
driving-wheel of and till 
Provideace 
the de 


surgeons who deplore hir untimely death 
commingling their tears with ours. 

In consultation he was a safe counsellor 
and reliable friend. True te his guild he 
protected the younger and less ex 
practitioner, and while a the path of 
safety, wounded no tender sensibility, sought 
no unfair eet pom but cheered his brother 
in the faithful performance of duty and let 
him more secure in the confidence of his pa- 
tient and with heightened respect and love 
for the great surgeon. The rich frui of 
his arduous labors was being garnered. Hon- 
ors were clustering thick about him and rep- 
utation as surgeon, scientist, lecturer and 
citizen was broadening. Grand enterprises 
in hand and soon to be consummated prom- 
ised cosmopolitan fame. Already wherever 
the English tongue is spoken he had become 
a surgical authority. Afew years more of 
life and he wouid have inscribed his name 
upon the pinacle of fame with those whicb 
were not born to die. The memory of his 
good deeds and grand achievements we cher- 
ish in our heartof hearts. 

With this tribute, tendering our sincere 
condolence to the bereaved family,;we follow 
the body of our friend to its resting piace in 
beautiful Bellefontaine, and as we return 
from the sad mission and resume the burden 
of our daily toil, itis with a firm resolve to 
emulate his illustrious example.

In the noon of life, surrounded by hosts of 
friends and admirers, while in the active dis- 
charge of duty and witha fair promise of 
many additional years, almost without warn- 
ing, death has stricken our honored leader, 
devoted counselor and friend. With hearts 
bowed down in the presence of a great 
bereavement we inscriove his tribute to the 
memory of John Thompson Hodzen, M. D., 
who was born near Hodgensville, Hardin 
county, Ky., January 17, 1826, and died at St. 
Louis, Mo., April 28, 1882, aged 56 years 3 
months and ll days. On the paternal side 
he was of French and German extraction, 
while English and Scotch biood was derived 


from the mother. The father, Jacob 
Hodgen married Frances Parke Brown. He

charge of duty. Indefatizably he la»vored for 
the welfare of his fellow-man and the glory 


of his profession. fo alleviate the 
sufferings of alillicted humanity was 
the prompting of his nature, hor 


was bis conduct influenced by social or mone- 
tary considerations, for with equal energy, 
industry and ability he mivistered alike to 
rich and poor, to hizh and low. Like Divinity 
he was no respecter of persons. Acknow)- 
edging the universal brotherhood of man, bis 
charity and works were iimited only by his 
mental capacity and physical endurance. He 
was untiring in efforis to. advance the stan- 
dard of scientific medicine—to add additions! 
honor and glory to bis beloved profession. Of 
all men the least seif-seeking, he shone 
brightest and was happiest in the reflected 
ligot of brilliant profes-ional achievements, 
His was “the art of being and doing good.” 
This exemplitied his religious faith. His life 
iliustrated the noble sentimeot, whether in 
in the domestic circie, surrounded by a lov- 
ing wife and aff-c.ionaie children, or in the 
midst of professional breturen; in the wards 
of the hospital, by the lowly cot of 
wounded laborer, with the lord!iy master of 
the mansion, at the lecturing desk, or wher- 
ever placed, to be or to do good was his ob- 
ject. For him there was norest but in the 
grave. -Loving labor, and endowed with un- 
usual physical strength and activity, backed 
by extraordinary reserve forces, he 
fully accomplished toe herculean tasks inel- 
cent to a practice commensurate with his ex- 
tended reputation.
